2. Claims 1-6, 8-9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by WO 94/04622 A1 (WO '622). 

3. WO '622 discloses a fibrous paper (page 9, lines 19-27) that is thermally stable 
up to at least 600°C (page 2, lines 10-18 and page 13, lines 5-6). WO '622 discloses the 
invention uses PBO (page 2, lines 19-20) and depicts the structural formula I as in 
instant claim 1 (page 4, Figures a-b). 



4. Claims 1 , 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
09021089 A(JP '089). See provided JPO Abstract Translation and Machine Translation 
of JP '089 A. 

5. JP '089 discloses a heat resistant fibrous paper thermally stable to at least 300°C 
(abstract) comprising PBO (Table 2).
